Provide a grant [equal 

to the lesser of (i)] OF $100,000 [or (ii) the amount of the 

matching fund provided,] to the Board of Directors of the 

Anne Arundel County Historical Society, Inc. for the repair, 

renovation, reconstruction, and capital equipping of the 

Benson–Hammond House and related outbuildings, located in 

Linthicum. [Notwithstanding Section 1(5) of this Act, the 

matching fund may consist of real property, in kind 

contributions, or funds expended prior to the effective date of 

this Act] NOTWITHSTANDING ANY OTHER PROVISION OF 

LAW, THE PROCEEDS OF THE LOAN MUST BE 

ENCUMBERED BY THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS OR 

EXPENDED FOR THE PURPOSES PROVIDED IN THIS ACT
